The Bayonets of Two Great 


Armies Will Soon Be 


Lowered.

Tokio, June 12. 
Tokio has calmly 
received the news of American inter­ 
vention and prospective peace. 
The 
assurance 
that 
Russia 
will 
accept 
President Roosevelt’s proposal, and 
the knowledeg that the final consum­ 
mation of peace involves the adjust­ 
ment of a series of questions of para­ 
mount importance, requiring the most 
careful 
diplomacy 
extending over 
weeks of negotiation, coupled perhaps 
with the recollection of a previous 
experience In the thorny path of the 
world’s politics, seem to create a dis­ 
position to await final results. 
There 
Is nevertheless the keenest satisfac­ 
tion over the preliminary step and a 
feeling 
of 
deep 
gratefulness 
over 
President Roosevelt’s action. 
There is also genuine thanksgiving 
at the thought that the carnage and 
horror and waste of war will soon end 
and a genuine hope that the negotia­ 
tions will bring a satisfactory and en­ 
during peace. 
The national rejoicing and thanks­ 
giving will probably be deferred until 
the treaty of peace is signed and all 
doubt ended. 
The question of an armistice which 
will lower the bayonets of the two 
enormous armies facing one another 
on the Manchurian frontier has not 
been discussed, yet it is believed that 
an armistice 
will be speedily con­ 
cluded. 
The Japanese plenipotentiaries to 
arrange terms of peace are already 
being discussed. 
The names of Mar­ 
quis Ito, Premier Katsura, Foreign 
Minister Komura. Marquis Yamagata 
and others are being suggested for 
possible heads of the commission. 
Popular estimates of Japan’s terms 
of peace vary widely and I elude both 
indemnity and cession of territory. It 
Is believed that the peace commis­ 
sioners will meet somewhere in the 
Orient. 


RUSSIA R Z C E P T IVE 


Government cf the Czar Waiting for 


Japan to Give the Word. 
St. Petersburg, June 12.—Russia Is 
waiting for Japan to fix the time and 
the place when and where the Jap­ 
anese tern s will he placed In the 
hands 
of 
Russia's 
representatives. 
The foreign office expects that the de­ 
lay will be brief. 
The 
mperor’s gov­ 
ernment 
would 
pre: cr 
that 
Paris 
should be the sc ne of the initial step, 
but it Is explained that neither the 
place nor the personality of the Rus­ 
sian representative matters greatly. 
The Russian i ore.-., dative will not 
be a plenipotentiary with full power 
to negotiate. 
Iii duty will practically 
be confined to the reception and trans­ 
mission to his government of the Jap­ 
anese terms for decision as to wheth­ 
er they afford a basis for actual peace 
negotiations. 
He will he clothed with 
power to effect an r ?reement for the 
suspension of hostilities, which sus­ 
pension will probaily be for a very 
limited period, during which Russia 
must decide the momentous question 
of peace or a pr I nitration of the war. 
During this temporary armistice both 
countries probe I Iv will be free to con­ 
tinue the move nu nt of troops and mu­ 
nitions of war within prescribed lim­ 
its. although nothing definite on this 
point will I e known until the meeting 
takes place. 
If Russia finds that the terms arc 
on a basis on which negotiations can 
proceed regular plenipotentiaries will 
be appointed, tic nu ml cr being decid­ 
ed by the belligerent < themselves, and 
then it is not impossible that the ne­ 
gotiations 
might 
be transferred 
to 
Manchuria, as President Roosevelt is 
believed to have s ir -• ted. 
It is stated at the i >re:gn office that

reasonable enough to offer a baals 
which Russians can possibly accept. 
If in the end Russia were forced to 
humble herself In the dust, her ig­ 
nominy would spur her to seek re- 
vena**. 
There Is an infinite amount of gos­ 
sip here about Japan’s terms, hut it 
is almost altogether irresponsible, the 
hest Inofrmed members of the diplo­ 
matic corps, even the British embassy, 
being convinced that while the main 
outlines are matters of common know- 
ledge in America ami in the chancel­ 
lories of Europe, Japan has not re­ 
vealed her exact terms even to her 
ally. 
Russia Is not likely to prove reeal 
citrant. 
According to the best opinion 
sin* is prepared to abandon the whole 
of her 
Manchurian 
adventure 
and 
give guarantees. 
Th;1 rub will corno 
upon the question of an indemnity, 
which it is the concensus of opinion 
in diplomatic circles Japan will exact,

Bliss, Okla., Juno 12. 
Forty thou­ 
sand people wert* entertained by Mil­ 
ler Brothers at the 101 ranch Sunday, 
the visit of the National Editorial as­ 
sociation to the Tench boing made the 
occasion for a buffalo hunt, a buffalo 
dinner 
and 
an 
Indian 
celebration. 
The editors, many of whom were ac­ 
companied by ladies, arrived at the 
ranch at ll o’clock over the Santa Fe 
In a special train. 
In the editorial party were many 
Oklahoma editors who had accompan­ 
ied the members of the national asso­ 
ciation on their trip through the ter­ 
ritory. 
The general public had been 
invited to the entertainment. 
The 
Santa Fe railroad, which runs through 
Hie ranch, carried 20,000 people to 
101, and as many more drove in to 
attend the show. 
An immense grand­ 
stand extending 
the length of the 
arena was built for the visitors. 
The 
arena itself was half a mile long and 
a third of a mile wide. To handle the 
crowd required 200 passenger coaches. 
The Ponca and 0*oe Indians, whose 
lands are being allotted, had planned 
a celebration to take place some time 
during the spring, to which they ex­ 
pected to invite ail the other Indians 
in the territory to help them celebrate 
the dissolution of their tribal ties. 
This was arranged to take place at 
the same time as the editors’ visit. 
The ranch bought thirty-five head of 
buffalo in Montana, transported them 
to Hie ranch and planned a buffalo 
chase by Indians 
A buffalo dinner 
was one of the day’s features. 
Each 
one of the special guests, and there 
were altog* ther not less than 2,000, 
was served with a piece of buffalo 
meat in connection with the dinner. 
Beside the buffalo chase the program 
included a wild west show with roping 
and riding confects, Indian dances, a 
stage robbery and a miniature repro­ 
duction of the rush info the Cherokee 
strip 
Th*- program included a parade be­ 
gins! ng with the Indians, followed by 
the ox team and prairie schooner, and 
ending with an $18,000 automobile.
